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PARLIAMENTARY. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier in reply to Sir 
Chas. Tupper in the house, said that 


a senate reform resolution would be 
brought down this session. 

The postmaster-general in supply, 
said he expected to give a weekly 
mail service to Yukon for the sum- 
mer, fortnightly by mounted police, 
and fortnightly by contract. He in- 
tended to try to give a weekly ser- 
vice in winter if it was not too ex- 
pensive. It was hoped to improve 
the service this winter by using borses 
instead of dogs on Lake Bennett. It 
was intended to gradually dispense 
with the services of mounted police in 
connection with the mails, but not 
completely until it was felt perfectly 
safe todo so. He intended to have a 
test this year of the efficiency of the 
police work and the work by private 
contractors. 

Mr. Sifton has decided to recom- 
mend the appointment of an ince- 
pendent commission to look into the 
complaints of farmers in regard to 
elevators in Manitoba and the North- 
west. The commission will be com- 
posed of men thoroughly independ- 
ent of the elevator and railway inter- 
ests so that the exact position of 
affairs may be obtained,and the necess- 
ary legislation, dealing with the 
whole subject, will be introduced at 
the next session of parliament. The 
statements before the committee, 
which had the matter under considera- 
tion this session, were -of a conflict- 
ing character. 

Mr. Sifton says that the commission 
will go to work during the recess and 
its report will be ready for next ses- 
sion when the requisite legislation can 
be obtained. 

The house sat till Friday morn- 
ing and fair progress was made 
on the estimates. The government 
is now resolved to push business 
through with all possible expedi- 
tion, in order to reach prorogation 
in ten or twelve days. Of course the 
West Huron. election inquiry may 
cause delay, but the committee is 
likeiy to sit from day to day to finish 
up the business. A very large num- 
ber of witnesses are to be examined. 
It is hoped by many that the Brock- 
ville inquiry will not be taken up this 
session, for fear of prolonging the 
session, although the government will 
not resist it, in any way. 

In the house in connection with a 
vote of $3,000 for completing the 
artesian well borings in the Atha- 
basca district for petroleum, the 
minister vf the interior said that he 
did not think he would take another 
vote for this purpose if no new 
information was secured. He thought 
the utility of the work was more or 
less doubtful. 

Mr. Davin said there were vast 
districts in the Northwest utterly des- 
titute as regards water and he urged 
that. the government should take 
steps to ascertain whether water 
could be found in these areas. The 
minister said he was in sympathy with 
the proposal and stated he hoped that 
with the completion of the work of the 
irrigation commission he would by next 
session be able to place an intelligent 
scheme in this connection. He added 
that boring machines had already been 
given to the local government for the 
purpose of well-boring and these were 
to be supplemented this year by five 
new ones. 

Replying to a question as to wheth- 
er relief was to be accorded to the 
bondsmen of farmers who had failed 
to pay for seed grain furnished by the 
government, Mr. Sifton said a bill re- 
specting the subject would be intro- 


duced.

THE TETE JAUNE CACHE TRAGEDY. 

The Golden Era gives the following 
particulars of the attempted murder 
at Tete Jaune Cache : 

During the winter two men, A.Mac- 
cauley,a quarterbreed from Prince Al- 
bert, aged 29, and J. Hughes, an old 
man between 50 and 60 years of age, 
from Kansas, U. §., were trapping in 
the vicinity of Tete Jaune Cache. 
Macauley had formerly beon trapping 
with Price en Canoe river. When it 
came to dividing up the skins at the 
end of the season Macauley and 
Hughes had a row. Hughes contended 
that he had done all the work and had 
to keep Macauley, and he wanted the 
whole of the season’s catch. This led 
to hot words and Hughes says Mac- 
auley threatened him. On June 12th, 
when Macauley was hitching up his 
horse, Hughes shot at him, the bullet 
entering the right eye, tearing through 
the cheek and carrying away part of 
the jawbone, and then went through 
the lungs to the intestines. The in- 
jured man, who was accompanied by 
his half-breed wife and two children,

out.

Evans 
arrested Hughes and arranged for the 
party to leave for Golden, It was 
however feared Macauley would die, 
ani in which case arrangements were 
made for Price to follow the party. 
So badly was the man’s face shattered 
by the shot that Evan’s brought out 
with him part of the jaw bone that 
had been blown off. Macauley's wife 
was attending him and to this womans 
faithful nursing was doubtless to be 
attributed the fact that Macauley was 
still alive. 

Evans brought Hughes to Donald 
and handed him cver to the authori- 
ties. Hughes behaved himself splem 
didly on the trip out, the party arriv- 
ing at Donald on Sunday last, after a 
trip of 17 days. Hughes was brought 
before Mr. Griflith, S.M., charged with 
the offence and committed for trial,the 
evidence being sent to the attorney- 
general for advice as to what course 
was to be pursued as to having the 
prisoner tried. The prisoner did not 
seem to realize his position and 
appeared to think the American gov- 
ernment would come to his rescue.

Further prrticulars go to show that 
when the shooting occurred Macauley 
was packing up to leave. He was 
bending by his horse to pick up the 


cinch of the pack-saddle, with his head 


towards Hughes when the latter fired, 
After passing 
through the right eye and tearing 


away cheek and lower jaw the bullet 
passed through the chin and re-enter- 
ed the chest over the right lung. 


Macauley’s wife then re-erected the 
sepee over him. Hughes took the 
matter very coolly, digging a grave 


for his victim and going to the tepee 


every morning to ask Mrs. Macauley 
whether Macauley was yet dead. 

The two children which the Mac- 
auley’s had with them were a boy 
aged three, and a girl aged five years.

CHALMERS’ ROAD IMPROVEMENT PARTY. 


T. W. Chalmers, D. L.S., and 19 
men who have been employed by the 
Northwest government improving the 
réad between here and Lesser Slave 
lake, returned yesterday from a point 
about four miles beyond Salteaux 
creek, at the Swan Hills, the most 
northerly point reached by them. 
Lhe men are: McMullen, foreman ; 
O.J. Dennis, J. D. Hutton, W. M. 
Chalmers, J. M. Strange, JT. W. Kee- 
gan, Lou Hislop, J. Greenwood, 
Sidger, Duchesney, McDougall, Mc- 
Leod, Thornton, Ed.Bigley, J. Pearce, 
A. Foley, Steeve Glane, Geo. Ross, 
Pat Fullerton, McIntyre and Mahood. 

The party left Edmonton on the 
4th of April, and the first work was 
commenced at Rivere Qui Barre, con- 
sisting of bridging, corduroying, grad- 
ing and re-cutting. From there gen- 
eral work of ditching, grading, bridg- 
ing, re-cutting around swamps and 
taking out stumps was carried on 
until the Athabasca was reached. At 
the Athabasca the ferry was moved 
down the river to. the island, a dis- 
tance of about half a mile, and a 
bridge built to connect the north 
shore with the island, a distance of 
about 100 feet. A truss bridge was 
also built across Deep Creek, 21 
miles beyond the Athabasca. An 
extensive amount of corduroying was 
done at different points along the 
route. The party started back from 
Salteaux Creek on the 11th, reach- 
ing town on the 19th. Feed was good 
and flies numerous. The continual 
wet weather delayed the work and 
caused the party to return before 
they otherwise would have, 


The steamships Roanoke and Ga- 
ronne will be veritable treasure ships 
if Dawsonites are to be belived. On 
Jane 20th the Kerr left Pawson for 
St. Michael with $1,000,000, the 
heaviest individual shipper being 
Professor Lippey, of Seattle, whose 
pile is estimated at $300,000. An- 
other heavy shipper was the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, whose consign- 
ment ran up into the hundreds of 
thousands, and part of which is 
royalty collected from the miners in 
the guiches by the government. E.

(Special correspondence.) 
Peace River Crossing, June 30. 
After a hard trip we are here. Left 
Lesser Slave lake, June 26th, Monday, 
with eight teams furnished by the H. 
B. Co, ut only four men to drive 
same, necessitating the police driving 
three teams and the paymaster, H. A. 
Conroy, another. Besides having to 
drive these three teams the police had 
to put up and pull down all tents with 
the exception of one which was at: 
tended to by Dr. West. Mr. Young 
as wellas Mr. Conroy load and un- 
load the wagons, put the covers on 
and tie and faster the loads ready for 
the road, which at this time and dur- 
ing our journey has been as bad as it 
possibly could be, in fact worse than 
ever it was known to be before, which, 
however, does not surprise angbody as 
it has been raining hard every day 
since we left the lake. The teams got 
stuck every hour and the double up was 
necessary, and at times the horses got 
mired on the road. As far as the 
management of the company is concern- 
ed on this particular, as well as on 
other parts of the journey, I think it 
something marvelous. Four men to 
drive eight teams and put up tents, 
etc. They must think their men are 
corkers on the work, but never let 
imagination run away with their better 
sense in that way again. They are 
just the same as any other human 
beings, and can only do one job at a 
time. I think the H. B. Co. ought to 
get a medal for the inefficient way in 
which they have managed this affair so 
far. No trackers from the Landing 
and co teamsters from the lake.

vidual recei it. Sone time ago 
the minister announced that scrip 
would be issued ‘80 that it could not 
be transf except_ by assignment. 
» protect half- 
breeds as Mauch as possible from serip 
speculators. The provision would. en- 
tirely prevent the immeciate sale of 
scrip issued to minors, assiguments 
signed by them of course not being 


legal unti! they were of age. 

The Indianjaihd Half mis- 
sioners at a j meeti ea de- 3 
cided that it- vt ary that scrip 
should be us 1¢ old form, that is 
payable to ees The reason 


was that the half-breeds were deter- 
mined to realize on their own scrip 
ahd tha of their children at once, and 
that speculators were buying scrip 
from them but using a new form to 
reduce the amount they would give for 
it. On this fact and the consequent 
feeling it engendered; the two commis- 
sioners based:their decision. The In- 
dian commissioners now in the Atha- 
basca country making treaties with 
the Indians for a formal cession of 
that country and the haif-breed com- 
missioners are issuing scrip to half- 
breeds therein in extinguishmerre of 
their aboriginal title. As the half- 
breeds have great influence with the 
Indians it was felt important that 
they should be satisfied because it is 
necessary that treaties with Indians 
should -be completed at once, the In- 


dians manifesting considerable rest- 


lessness at the number of whites en- 
tering their country without treaties 
having been made. The Indian and 
half-breed commissioners undertook to 
issue scrip payable to the bearer and 
have so notified the minister. ‘Their de- 
cision they backed up with a letter of 
endorsation from Father Lacombe, the 
well known missionary, who in the 
past has strongly opposed the issue of 
negotiable scrip. 

The two commissloners are now far 
into the north country and will not 
likely be beard from till fall. In view 
of this the minister stated that appar- 
ently the government would_be bound 
to recognize “ bearer” scrip issued im 
the Athabasca district. The question 
as to the issue in the clder parts of 
the west would be recommended.
